Sir: 

In  compliance  with  the  ordinances,  the  Trustees  of 
the  Hospital  Department  present  the  following  report 
of  its  condition  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1954. 

This  is  the  n|nftt,y-fi  rjt  annual  report  of  the  Hospital 
Department,  which  consists  of  the  Main  Hospital,  the 
South  Department  for  contagious  diseases,  the  Sanato- 
rium Division,  the  Long  Island  Division,  and  the  East 
Boston  Relief  Station.  The  Haymarket  Square  Relief 
Station  has  been  in  the  custody  of  the  Public  Buildings 
Department  since  May,  1938.  The  West  Department 
was  transferred  to  the  Public  Works  Department 
February,  1939. 
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On  June  1,  1954,  the  Long  Island  Hospital  was  trans- 
ferred from  the  Institutions  Department  and  became 
the  Long  Island  Division  of  the  Hospital  Department. 

In  May,  Dr.  Thomas  J.  Giblin  was  appointed  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees  for  term  ending  April  30,  1959. 


Expenditures. 

The  total  expenditures  for  all  departments  of  the 
hospital,  excepting  the  Sanatorium  and  Long  Island 
Divisions,  during  the  fiscal  year  were  $11,157,499.15. 
Of  the  total  operating  expenses,  $9,493,516.57  was  ex- 
pended on  the  hospital  proper  and  its  subdivisions; 
$809,115.08  on  account  of  the  Out-Patient  Department; 
$758,209.79  on  account  of  the  South  Department;  and 
$96,657.71  on  account  of  the  East  Boston  Relief  Station. 

Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  Pathological  Laboratory, 
$242,681.41,  $218,413.27  is  included  in  the  hospital 
proper  expenditures,  $16,987.70  in  the  Out-Patient  De- 
partment, and  $7,280.44  in  the  South  Department  ex- 
penditures. The  entire  amount  spent  on  the  Thorndike 
Memorial  Laboratory,  $171,667.94,  is  included  in  the 
hospital  proper  expenditures.  Of  the  $467,734.25,  total 
amount  spent  on  the  X-Ray  and  Photographic  Depart- 
ment, $257,253.84  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper, 
$205,803.07  to  the  Out-Patient  Department,  and 
$4,677.34  on  account  of  the  South  Department.  Of  the 
total  amount  spent  on  the  Department  of  Physical 
Therapeutics,  $39,592.31,  $20,192.08  is  charged  to  the 
hospital  proper  and  $19,400.23  to  ,the  Out-Patient  De- 
partment. Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  Department  of 
Immunology,  $8,150.49,  $81.50  is  charged  to  the  hospital 
proper  and  $8,068.99  to  the  Out-Patient  Department. 
Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  Biochemical  Laboratories, 
$248,593.78,  $211,304.71  is  charged  to  the  hospital 
proper,  $34,803.13  to  the  Out-Patient  Department,  and 
$2,485.94  to  the  South  Department.  Of  the  amount 
spent  on  the  Department  of  Surgical  Research,  $21,- 
254.98,  $10,627.49  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper  and 
$10,627.49  to  the  Out-Patient  Department.  Of  the 
amount  spent  on  the  Department  of  Dentistry,  Oral 
Surgery  Service,  $23,684.67,  $947.39  is  charged  to  the 
hospital  proper,  $22,500.44  to  the  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment, and  $236.84  to  the  South  Department.  The 
entire  amount  spent  on  the  Department  of  Inhalational 
Therapy,  $4,796.41,  is  included  in  the  hospital  proper 
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expenditures.  Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  Department 
of  Social  Work,  $186,906.71,  $102,798.69  is  charged  to 
the  hospital  proper,  $78,500.82  to  the  Out-Patient  De- 
partment, and  $5,607.20  to  the  South  Department.  Of 
the  amount  spent  in  ascertaining  the  settlement  of 
patients,  $8,551.04,  $8,294.51  was  spent  on  the  hospital 
proper  and  $256.53  on  the  South  Department. 

In  Table  No.  2  the  expenditures  of  the  hospital 
proper  and  the  South  Department  are  combined  under 
the  title  "Main  Hospital." 

Paying  Patients. 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  collected  for  the 
care  and  treatment  of  patients  of  all  classes,  excepting 
those  at  the  Sanatorium  and  Long  Island  Divisions,  the 
sum  of  $2,916,568.50.

Division  and  Long  Island  Hospital.

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Contracts. 

The  contract  of  Bay  State  York  Company,  dated 
September  26,  1952,  for  furnishing  and  installing  air- 
conditioning  units  in  Conference  Room  of  Pathological 
Building;  fourth  floor  laboratory,  Rooms  401  and  411  A, 
Thorndike  Building;  Neurosurgical  Operating  Room; 
and  Electrocardiograph  Room  in  Peabody  Building  was 
completed  and  accepted,  and  final  payment  in  the  sum 
of  $594  was  made  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  Parkman  Construction  Corporation, 
dated  December  11,  1952,  for  alterations  to  basement 
of  Maternity  Building,  was  completed  and  accepted, 
and  final  payment  in  the  sum  of  $10,335.84  was  made 
to  the  contractor. 

For  architectural  services  rendered  in  connection  with 
the  above  contract,  final  payment  in  the  sum  of  $2,051.18 
was  made  to  James  H.  Ritchie  &  Associates. 

The  contract  of  Otis  Elevator  Company,  in  the 
amount  of  $20,460,  for  maintenance  of  Otis  elevators 
and  dumb-waiters,  dated  April  22,  1953,  was  completed 
and  accepted,  and  final  payment  in  the  sum  of  $5,053.50 
was  made  to  the  contractor.

The  contract  of  H.  Piken  &  Co.,  in  the  amount  of 
$5,355,  for  painting  interior  and  exterior  complete,  in- 
cluding plastering,  renewing  wall  and  floor  tile,  etc., 
Peabody  Building,  dated  November  19,  1953,  was  com- 
pleted and  accepted,  and  final  payment  in  the  sum  of 
$535.50  was  made  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  Remington  Rand,  Inc.,  in  the  amount 
of  $3,162.92,  for  expansion,  correcting  of  errors,  etc., 
Soundex  file,  Out-Patient  Department,  dated  No- 
vember 20,  1953,  was  completed  and  accepted,  and  final 
pavment  made  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  General  Flooring  Company,  Inc.,  in 
the  amount  of  $729,  for  furnishing  and  installing  lino- 
leum and  patching  of  present  linoleum  in  Dowling 
Building,  dated  November  25,  1953,  was  completed  and 
accepted,  and  final  payment  in  the  sum  of  $72.90  was 
made  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  General  Painting  Company,  in  the 
amount  of  $1,749,  for  plastering  and  painting  interior  of 
Wards  3  and  4,  dated  November  25,  1953,  was  completed 
and  accepted,  and  final  payment  in  the  sum  of  $174.90 
was  made  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  General  Painting  Company,  in  the 
amount  of  $2,759,  for  interior  painting,  plastering,  etc., 
Wards  1  and  2,  dated  November  25,  1953,  was  com- 
pleted and  accepted,  and  final  payment  made  to  the 
contractor. 

The  contract  of  General  Electric  Company,  in  the 
amount  of  $8,700,  for  complete  installation  of  new  X-ray 
equipment,  Dowling  Admitting,  dated  December  11, 
1953,  was  completed  and  accepted,  and  final  payment 
made  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  H.  Piken  &  Co.,  in  the  amount  of 
$2,775,  for  painting,  plastering,  etc.,  Thorndike  Build- 
ing, dated  December  11,  1953,  was  completed  and 
accepted,  and  final  payment  in  the  sum  of  $277.50  was 
made  to  the  contractor.

has  not  as  yet  been  completed.  The  sum  of  $5,000  was 
paid  on  account  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  Domenick  Puleo,  in  the  amount  of 
$1,111.11,  for  removal  of  brick  wall  at  driveway  to 
morgue  yard,  and  furnishing  and  installing  a  wrought- 
iron  fence  in  same  area,  dated  December  23,  1953,  was 
completed  and  accepted,  and  final  payment  made  to  the 
contractor. 

The  contract  of  D.  Antonellis,  Inc.,  in  the  amount  of 
$7,283,  for  repairs  to  No.  4  and  No.  6  boilers,  dated 
December  30,  1953,  and  amended  February  24,  1954, 
was  completed  and  accepted,  and  final  payment  made 
to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  Business  Equipment  Corporation,  in 
the  amount  of  $1,545.25,  for  converting  present  equip- 
ment, relocating  same,  and  furnishing  and  installing  the 
necessary  parts  in  metal  files  for  Main  X-ray  Depart- 
ment, dated  December  31,  1953,  was  completed  and 
accepted,  and  final  payment  made  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  Mike  Mack  Company,  in  the  amount 
of  $1,500,  for  concrete  flooring  in  washroom  area  of 
Main  Laundry,  dated  March  19,  1954,  was  completed 
and  accepted,  and  final  payment  made  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  M.  Solimando,  in  the  amount  of 
$14,272.75,  for  locating  leaks  and  making  the  necessary 
repairs  in  pipes  of  main  water  supply,  dated  March  31, 
1954,  was  completed  and  accepted,  and  final  payment 
made  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  General  Flooring  Company,  Inc.,  in 
the  amount  of  $1,990,  for  renewing  and  patching  lino- 
leum throughout  Maternity  Building,  Out-Patient 
Building,  Medical  6,  and  Neurosurgical  Building,  dated 
April  16,  1954,  was  completed  and  accepted,  and  final 
payment  made  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  Roxbury  Mattress  Corporation,  in 
the  amount  of  $6,015,  for  remaking  mattresses,  pillows, 
and  chair  cushions,  dated  April  16,  1954,  has  not  as  yet 
been  completed.  The  sum  of  $3,466.50  was  paid  on 
account  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  Otis  Elevator  Company,  in  the 
amount  of  $21,053.28,  for  maintenance  of  Otis  elevators 
and  dumb-waiters,  dated  April  16,  1954,  has  not  as  yet 
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been  completed.  The  sum  of  $15,789.96  was  paid  on 
account  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  Portland  Elevator  Company,  Inc.,  in 
the  amount  of  $2,099.16,  for  maintenance  of  elevators, 
Vose  House  A  and  B,  dated  April  30,  1954,  has  not  as 
yet  been  completed.  The  sum  of  $1,399.44  was  paid 
on  account  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  Westinghouse  Electric  Corporation, 
in  the  amount  of  $3,102.96,  for  maintenance  of  A  B  See 
elevators,  dated  May  14,  1954,  has  not  as  yet  been  com- 
pleted. The  sum  of  $2,327.22  was  paid  on  account  to 
the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  Bay  State  Cleaning  Company,  in  the 
amount  of  $10,750,  for  cleaning  windows  three  times 
during  the  period  June  1,  1954,  to  March  31,  1955,  dated 
June  16,  1954,  has  not  as  yet  been  completed.  The  sum 
of  $7,166.57  was  paid  on  account  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  George  Allen  &  Son,  Inc.,  in  the 
amount  of  $8,421,  for  repairs  to  No.  2  boiler,  dated 
August  3,  1954,  was  completed  and  accepted,  and  final 
payment  made  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  Albert  D.  Howlett  Company,  in  the 
amount  of  $3,286.46,  for  painting  seventh  and  eighth 
floors  of  Pediatric  Building,  dated  August  13,  1954,  was 
completed  and  accepted,  and  final  payment  made  to  the 
contractor.

Company,  in  the  amount  of  $6,831.60,  for  repair  of  Ames 
four-cylinder  Unaflow  engine,  dated  August  16,  1954, 
was  completed  and  accepted,  and  final  payment  made  to 
the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  Remington  Rand,  Inc.,  in  the  amount 
of  $1,500,  for  expansion,  correcting  of  errors,  combining 
and  banding  of  duplicates,  etc.,  Soundex  file,  Out-Patient 
Department,  Sections  N  through  R,  and  X,  Y,  and 
Z  (excluding  S,  T,  U,  V),  dated  September  24,  1954,  was 
completed  and  accepted,  and  no  payments  have  been 
made  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  Justin  M.  Kearney,  in  the  amount  of 
$10,500,  for  services  as  Consulting  Engineer  in  Hospital 
Planning  and  Plant  Operation  for  all  institutions  within 
the  Hospital  Department,  dated  October  7,  1954,  has 
not  as  yet  been  completed.  The  sum  of  $6,500  was  paid 
on  account  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  Harper  Metals,  Inc.,  in  the  amount  of 
$2,772,  for  furnishing  and  installing  one  Harper  dental 
tank  complete  with  one-half  horsepower  refrigeration 
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unit,  Dental  Department,  Dowling  Building,  dated 
October  29,  1954,  was  completed  and  accepted,  and  final 
payment  made  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  John  J.  Appel,  in  the  amount  of 
$2,927.37,  for  investigating,  excavating,  and  locating 
leaks  in  soil  and  water  supply  lines  in  yard  which  are 
causing  the  flooding  of  the  Ice  Plant,  dated  November  8, 

1954,  was  completed  and  accepted,  and  final  payment 
made  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  Thomas  F.  McDonough,  in  the  esti- 
mated cost  of  $2,500,  for  architectural  services  in  con- 
nection with  alterations  and  renovations  to  Ward  One, 
dated  November  12,  1954,  has  not  as  yet  been  com- 
pleted. The  sum  of  $1,750  was  paid  on  account  to  the 
contractor. 

The  contract  of  Frank  E.  Dacey  Company,  in  the 
amount  of  $1,424.80,  for  furnishing  and  installing  com- 
plete 332  window  shades  in  Maternity  Building  (ex- 
cluding basement),  dated  December  6,  1954,  was  com- 
pleted and  accepted.  The  sum  of  $1,282.32  was  paid  on 
account  to  the  contractor. 

A.  Shuman  Memorial  Fund  for  Care  of  Men 
Patients  at  the  Boston  City  Hospital. 

To  the  $100,000  bequeathed  by  the  late  Abraham 
Shuman,  $70,011.13  has  been  added  to  January  1,  1955, 
making  the  total  amount  available  on  that  date 
$170,011.13.  During  the  year  1954  there  was  expended 
from  this  fund  the  sum  of  $3,259.36  for  the  care  of 
convalescent  men  patients  at  various  nursing  homes. 

Charles  H.  Tyler  Fund. 

The  $1,000,000  bequest  of  the  late  Charles  H.  Tyler 
is  being  received  in  bonds  and  cash.    Up  to  January  1, 

1955,  $1,617,515.40  has  been  delivered  to  the  City 
Treasurer.  This  fund  will  be  used  for  the  erection  and 
maintenance  of  a  surgical  research  building  to  be  named 
in  honor  of  the  late  Dr.  George  C.  Sears.
